The Ministry of Communications has 
ordered a special daily 'plane service to 
be instituted between Shanghai and 
Nanking, beginning from to-morrow. 

Mr. T. V. Soong, brother-in-law of 
General Chiang Kai-shek, and Governor of 
the Bank of China, is expected here to- 
morrow. The Government authorities are 
determined to defend Nanking under any 
circumstances. 

Air detence and anti-air raid prepara- 
tions have now been completed, while 
trenches have been dug at many places 
inside the city, including the Central 
Kuomintang headquarters. It is being 
stated here that the Chinese people will 
make the defence of Nanking as memorable 
as the “ siege ” of Madrid. 


SITUATION IN TOKYO

According to the U.S, Army Signal 
Corps, the ’plane is already four 
hours late, and is not now expected 
to reach Fairbanks, Alaska, until 
1 a.m. (B.S.T.) to-morrow. 

Levanevsky, the pilot, and his six com- 
panions passed the North Pole at 12.40 
(B.S.T.) to-day. They were flying at a 
height of 20,000 feet, and the temperature 
was then 35 degrees helow zero states a 
Moscow telegram.

A Soviet official, 
however, suggested later that they may 
proceed from Fairbanks to Oakland, Cali- 
fornia. 


REMARKABLE 'PLANE 


“The object of the flight is purely 
scientific,’ the piiot told Reuter before 
leaving Moscow. “ We are not seeking a 
record, but will study a possible air route 
from Moscow to America. In order to 
avoid clouds we shall fly in the sub- 
stratosphere at a height of 29,500 feet.” 

The ’plane, known officially as AM—34 
RN—B, is stated to develop 4,000 horse- 
power, and to have an average speed of 
slightly more than 180 miles per hour. 
Each engine of the monoplane has a triple- 
bladed metal air-screw equipped with an 
anti-ice device. 

The machine is fitted with a powerful 
radio installation for short and longer 
wave-working and another short-wave set 
working on 17 metres. 

There is an oxygen supply for twenty 
hours of flight. The fuselage is painted 
dark blue, the theory being. that this aids 
in preserving the temperature of the inside 


space.

REGULAR SERVICE WITHIN 
TWO YEARS 
Colonel Mikhail Gromoff, leader of the 


three Russian airmen who made the world 
record flight non-stop over 6,000 mules 
from Moscow to San Jacinto via the North 
Pole last month, prophesied to a reporter 
in London last night that within two years 
a regular service could be set up between 
Moscow and San Francisco or New York 
taking only 24 hours. 

Gromoff and his two companions took 61 
hours 7 minutes from Moscow to San 
Jacinto. 

The fliers were the guests of the Séviet 
An.bassador, M. Maisky, at the Soviet 
Embassy in London last night. 

“ By our flight we have solved the 
problem,” said Gromoff. ‘‘ Our object was 
to prove the possibility of such a long- 
distance flight.’’ i 

A landing ground would be necessary 
for the service somewhere in Canada, he 
said, and the service could then branch 
either to New York or San Francisco. It 
could be operated irrespective of weather 


conditions. 


Gromoff, who spoke through an inter- 
preter, said that on their trip they had 
‘food, tents, heating apparatus and 
equipment to last for six weeks if we had 
had to make a forced landing on the ice. 
We could have gone on for another 24 
hours in the air without inconvenience. 

“Tt was much easier than the journey 
back to London on sea and land,” he do- 
clared with a laugh.

HE Anglo-German Press “skirmish” 

é seems at last to be dying down, In- 
formal talks between the Worelen Press 
Association and representatives of Govern- 
ment Press departments are understood to 
be in progress, and to-night’s papers here 
make no more attacks on foreign journalists. 

London correspondents of German news- 
papers, however, still seem somewhat sensi- 
tive about the instances they have recently 
had of the kind of Press polemics to whic 
British correspondents in Berlin have grown 
more hardened in recent years. 

Count Pueckler, London correspondent of 
the Allgemeine Zeitung, while not talking of 
a ‘‘ Pogrom ” atmosphere as the Angriff did 
last night, nevertheless thinks that the Press 
allegations of Nazi espionage in London have 
cast suspicion on every German living there, 
and especially on German journalists. 

“ By this means,' he adds, ‘‘a Press cam- 
paign has been undertaken against every Ger- 
man living in London, such as must in the 
long run endanger, or, at least, increase the 
difficulty of personal and business positions 
of many members of the German colony.”’ 


FOREIGN PROTEST 


A delegation from the Committee of the 
Association of Foreign Press Correspondents 
was appointed to protest to the Press chiefs 
of the German Foreign Office, and to Dr. 
Goebbels's deputy in the Propaganda 
Ministry. 

Simultaneously a statement was sent to the 
official Nazi organ, the Angriff. The state- 
ment, which was issued by the Association to 
all its members yesterday, reads as follows :— 
“To the Angriff—The Committee of the 
Foreign Press Association in Berlin, represent- 
ing 107 correspondents from 25 countries, has 
taken cognisance with indignation of the 
threats and allegations against foreign corre 
spondents which you \published yesterday 
evening. 


THE EBBUTT CASE 


“The assertion that foreign correspondents 
in Berlin, in particular the highly-esteemed 
member and former President of the Foreign 
Press Association, Mr. Norman Ebbutt, has 
been guilty of corrupt, improper, malicious, 
belittling, distorted and misrepresentative re- 
porting, or of any secret counter-revolutionary 
activities against the German Government, is 
energetically rejected by the Committee of the 
Association, so far as its members are con- 
cerned. 

“Up to the present there has not been 
produced a single factual proof of such 
allegations, and it mast be the highest can- 
cern of every one of our members to learn 
how you propose to justify your claim. 

“The committee of the Foreign Press 
Association of Berlin takes it as a matter of 
course that every member of the Association 
regards it as his duty to report on Germany 
in an objective and. fair manner. 


NAZI ORGAN’S ERROR 


“ Your paper, among other things, speaks 
of more than eighty British newspaper repre- 
sentatives who have registered with the 
official German authorities. The Foreign 
Press Association, as the professional repre- 
sentative of its members living in Berlin, and 
accredited to the German Government, has 
just as little knowledge of these more than 
80, British newspaper representatives, as of 
any of the category of corrupt... etc., 
foreign correspondents described in your 
paper. 

‘The Foreign Press Association of Berlin 
Is of the opinion that ,stich published state- 
ments as you have issued about foreign cor- 
respondents in Berlan, as well as the attempt 
to make foreign newspaper correspondents a 
free target for all, is bound to jeopardise 
most seriously the favourable development 
of international relations.’’ 

The allegations of corruption and revolu- 
tionary activities were the main feature of 
the Angriff of August 11,

A MILITARY coup d’état to-day 
has resulted in yet another 
Paraguayan Cabinet resigning. 

The coup was carried through 
without any bloodshed, it is claimed. 

The origins of the revolt are some- 
what obscure, but it appears that it 
was led by Colonel Paredes, and had 
the backing of the ex-soldiers’ 
organisations. 

It began when naval forces emerged in 
the early hours of this morning from their 
barracks and occupied all strategic points 
in Asuncion, capital of the little land- 
locked republic. At the same time they 
demanded the resignation of the entire 
Cabinet. 


THE PRESIDENT 


Colonel Rafael Franco, former hero of 
Paraguay’s war with Bolivia over the 
Chaco, who had been set up as President 
by a military junta in February, 1936, 
took refuge in the Military College. 

The Cabinet, however, immediately 
offered its resignation. Colonel Paredes 
visited Colonel Franco, and it was there- 
upon announced that the resignation of 
the Cabinet had been accepted. 

Colonel Paredes then left the Military 
College and made a statement to the ex- 
soldiers’ organisations, In this he de- 
clared that Colonel Franco would remain 
President of Paraguay, and at the same 
time assured the ex-soldiers that there 
would be no return to power by the 
Liberals, who were turned out in the 1956 
coup which made ‘Colonel Franco Presi- 
dent. 

All being quiet, the troops who had 
occupied Asuncion since early morning re- 
turned to their barracks without having 
had to take any action. 


TOTALITARIAN STATE 


Colonel Franco emerged from the Mili- 
tary College and returned to the Presi- 
dential Palace. He immediately began 
consultations with Colonel Paredes and 
with his Ministers of War, Justice and 
Public Safety. 

Afterwards he received a delegation from 
the ex-soldiers’ organisation, and informed 
them that he hoped to be able to announce 
his new Cabinet shortly. 

No indication is yet forthcoming of the 
reason behind the revolt. Since the 
change of régime in 1936, when Colonel 
Franco was made President and the 
country became a virtually totalitarian 
form of State, there have been two mili- 
tary coups, - followed by changes of 
Cabinet. These have not served to alter 
the general method of Government, but 
have merely substituted the influence of 
one military group for that of another, 


ARABS AND JEWS

QUESTION OF FUTURE 
RELATIONS

Future relations between Arabs and 
Jews were discussed by the League 
Mandates Commission when it continued 
its examination of difficulties in Palestine 
and the Transjordania to-day. 

The Commission asked Mr, Ormsby- 
Gore, Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
how the question of the establishment and 
transfer of the population would be en 
visaged in the event of the creation of 
independent States in the territory which 
is at present under mandate. 

The British Colonial Secretary declared 
that if a new Jewish State were created 
it would still be able to receive a consider- 
able number of Jewish immigrants, If not, 
conditions for immigration would have to 
be modified. 

The transfer of the population should 
be purely optional, and accompanied by 
compensation if property had to be given 
up. 

THE PORT OF TEL AVIV

The world’s youngest port officially came 
into existence when the Palestine Govern- 
ment’s decision to permit loading of all 
classes of merchandise at the port of Tel 
Aviv was announced to-day. The decision 
was announced by General Sir. Arthur 
Wauchope, the British High Com- 
missioner, during an address at Tel Aviv. 
Sir Arthur also announced that the 
Government was considering allowing the 
embarkation and debarkation of passengers 
at the port when the necessary improve- 
ments had been completed.

He entered the office of the factory 
carrying the two gallons of petrol, and was 
seen coming out alone, having left the petrol 
inside. Some time after 10 o’clock the factory 
was seen in flames, and an explosion took 
place. The fire was not extinguished till 7.50 
o'clock the following morning. Immediately 
after the explosion, said Mr. Strachan, Will 
went to the police and surrendered himself 
as being responsible for the fire. According 
to his own statement he went into the 
premises; scattered papers which he took 
from files, sprinkled them with petrol, and 
then set fire to the papers, having removed 
the fire extinguishers from the premises. 


WORKING CONDITIONS 

The alleged motive Will gave to the police 
was that he desired to draw attention to the 
treatment of the workers at the factory. Mr. 
Strachan, however, knew of no grounds for 
such an allegation. 

Mr. Gordon Stott, advocate on behalf of 
Will, said that Will came of a good family; 
was a man of quite unblemished character, 
and a teetotaler. All the acts were done 
quite openly. His motive was to draw atten- 
tion to what he considered were seriously 
bad working conditions in the factory. 

Lord Jamieson, passing sentence, said that 
he was willing to take into account that Will 
appeared to have been suffering from a 
nervous strain. . |
